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There are twa kinds of Hungarian Ayu (Seeret Polies) troope: “pine” cad 
“green.” The blue AVE look after iateroal security; the erees AVE are the 
border guards. The green and the blue wits are separate. Tae biee 4VH ic 
regaried es the wore reliable formation, Gn border petrol duty, for exampic, 
for seme mouths the vysten bas been, for greater security, to have blue avr 
troope at e certain distanes behing the border guards, ani if possible, ia the 
forest. The mesivers of the Blue AVE were formerly s¢leeted persousily aed in- 
dividually through the party organization, but for some months sow tney Save 
been reoruited au well, with the understanding that their cadye tests are of 
the nost thorough nature. The reason ta that the yarty has giaced its best 
nenbers in various military end civil posts and so lenges bas enouga garty 
esdves for the purpose. The greta AVE ia veeruited in the same wey as the arniy . 


The blue aud the green AVH troops are never quartered tegetser, fad tse aembers 
of the tvo organtcations never aie in their free tise. 


The AVE has no uiformed vous unite, but it has wourn agssts in civiiian dress 
in ite service. Such egents hove been reported with the ‘Vi border guar oatialion 
at Ssembathely and the border guar district commend at AI ReRers seg . 


The AV border guards get higher pay then the avey reetulte. During che traiaiag 
period they receive 166 forints « month. On border peat ducy, soldiers witheus 
rank get en additional TO ferints cost of Living bonus. 

Tae following information comes frou Seeremos, where a border guard ix-iceldon is 
stationed. On 1 Roveatber 1991 several hundred recruits were sent tc mis undt for 
training. They vere given infantry end border service training uotil wid-February 
in the berrscks at Gcerence. The food vas tolerable atti Jeary; alter thet i¢ 
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became worse dey by day. Sy the middle of February they were glad to be 
gent out to border services. With the border guards, until the spring of 
1952, the food wae considerably better then in the army. 


The border guards get no leave for the first seven months. They are prevented 
from cortesponding directly with their femilies. There ara months together 25X1C 
when they get no news from home.

There were blue AVH troops as well in Szombathely and Zalaegerezeg. ‘The mewbers 
of the blue AVE appeared on the border only when notified of an attempt to 
eeeape or of some one seized on the bormler. They took over custody of arrested 
persone, conducted their interrogation, and turned the examinees over to the 
courte. or other authorities. 


‘At the Suentpéterfa border post not o single fugitive was taken from the middle 
of February 1952 to the middle of May. 


At this post.at the present time there are 70 border guards, commanded by a 
Communist second Lieutenant. Until the middle of February there vere only 25. 
Not one of the guards older in service has been discharged up to now. The 
soldiers do not know how long they will have to serve; they speak of three and 
five years. 


Night duty laste eight hours. Day duty {0 also eight hours in principle, but 
in reality it is 16 hours because the soldiers have no rest before and after 


the eight hourst patrol duty. ‘fvo friends are never sent out together; this is 


to prevent opportunities for eseape. Enenies are asually placed with each other. 
Often an older border guard with a mashine pistol and «a reeruit with rifle and 


bayonet go on patrol together. In spite of this, escapes oceur frequently. 


Before the guards are assigned to a border post, they are told, in order to scare 
them, thet deserters are seized by the Austrian gendarmerie and delivered up to a 
Soviet command without delay, The commanders declare publicly to the guards that 
death waite for desertere in Hungary, and that their families will be punished. 
severely, ‘These threats hardly fulfill their purpose, because many deserters flee 
to Austria. The gendermes always let them through. If they are taken by a Soviet 
agency, they are lost. 


The border guards have orders to report to headquarters every footprint they see 
iu the earth on the border, but they seldom do it. In order to save work, they 
take a bough and wipe out the betraying print. 

Border guards on the western border have not had a day's leave since November 1951. 


Only the battalion commander ig authorized to grant leave, Ye is so Lll-reputed 
and feared thet no one ventures to approach kim.
